Sweet Milk. 

[Medical Talk.] 

Sweet milk that is over twenty-four 
hours cl 1 is not fit for lood. Until the 
milk passes through fermentation, 
and forms what is known as butter 
milk, or sour whey, old milk is real y 
unfit for food. The practice of deliv- 
ering milk in the cities at such times 
at that the consumer of the milk shall | 
not use it until it is twenty four hcuis 
old, is a very bad practice, and is un- 
doubtedly the cause of much of the 
sickness during tbe hot months. 

Milk should b _■ used the same day 
it is utilised from the cow. The soon- 
er the better. Just as qulck'y as the 
animal h<at is taken out of it, by 
proper stirring and cooling, is the 
time when it is the most palatable 
and nutritious. Those who like milk 
«tarm from the cow, and can obtain it 
in that state, shonld use it in prefer- 
ence to any other. Bat milk used for 
ordinary purposes had better be cool- 
ed and aerated, if possible, and used 
the same day it is taken from tbe 
cow. 

F>en though the milk is kept from 
souring, after it Is more than twenty- j 
four hours old it is unfit fer food, and 
should never be used, especia ly as 
food for Infants.
